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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. This action is in reply to the application filed on 23 May 2006. 

2. Claims 1-12 are currently pending and have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable over Ginter et al. (US 
5,892,900). 

5. Claim 1: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• making statistics of the information of the first registration of the optical disc by a user 
to produce a statistical result (see at least column 9 lines 57-61... VDE provides a 
secure, distributed electronic transaction management system for controlling the 
distribution and/or other usage of electronically provided and/or stored information) 

• comparing the statistical result with a preset value (see at least column 124 lines 30- 
34.... the event summary data structures uses a fixed event number to index into a 
look up table, the look up table contains a value that can be configured as a counter 
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or a counter plus limit, counter mode may be used by VDE administrators to 
determine device usage current values are used in this calculation) 

• determining the credit of the user according to the result by comparison (see at least 
column 55 lines 33-37. ...a "report receiver" may receive reports such as usage 
reports from content users. A "permissioning agent" may distribute "rules and 
controls" granting usage or distribution permissions based on a profile of a 
consumer's credit worthiness) 

6. Claim 2: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• amount of optical discs first registered by the user (see at least column 8 lines 54- 
56.... VDE contains user information such as: commercially distributed electronic 
information such as reference databases, movies, games, advertising and cost 
related to the aforementioned) 

7. Claim 3: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• an amount of money spent by the user on the first registration of the optical disc (see 
at least column 9 lines 9-12. ...VDE provides a broad-spectrum, fundamentally 
configurable and portable, electronic transaction control, distributing, usage, 
reporting, registration, and payment operating environment) 

8. Claim 4: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• amount of money is that spent on buying the optical discs (see at least column 9 lines 
9-12. ...VDE provides a broad-spectrum, fundamentally configurable and portable, 
electronic transaction control, distributing, usage, reporting, registration, and payment 
operating environment) 

9. Claim 5: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 
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• amount of money is that spent on renting the optical discs (see at least column 9 
lines 9-12... .VDE provides a broad-spectrum, fundamentally configurable and 
portable, electronic transaction control, distributing, usage, reporting, registration, 
renting/purchasing and payment operating environment) 

10. Claim 6: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• conversion value that concerns the credit of the user (see at least column 124 lines 
30-34.... the event summary data structures uses a fixed event number to index into a 
look up table, the look up table contains a value that can be configured as a counter 

or a counter plus limit containing information such as credit counter mode may 

be used by VDE administrators to determine device usage) 

11. Claim 7: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• amount of optical discs, an amount of money, and a conversion value (see at least 
column 9 lines 9-12... .VDE provides a broad-spectrum, fundamentally configurable 
and portable, electronic transaction control, distributing, usage, reporting, registration, 
renting/purchasing and payment operating environment.. ..information is used for 
analysis) 

12. Claim 8: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• statistics device for making statistics of the information of the first registration of the 
optical disc by a user to produce a statistical result (see at least column 9 lines 57- 
61... VDE provides a secure, distributed electronic transaction management system 
for controlling the distribution and/or other usage of electronically provided and/or 
stored information) 
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• comparing device for comparing the statistical result with a preset value to produce a 
result by comparison (see at least column 124 lines 30-34. ...the event summary data 
structures uses a fixed event number to index into a look up table, the look up table 
contains a value that can be configured as a counter or a counter plus limit, counter 

mode may be used by VDE administrators to determine device usage current 

values are used in this calculation) 

• determining device for determining the credit of the user according to the result by 
comparison (see at least column 55 lines 33-37.... a "report receiver" may receive 
reports such as usage reports from content users. A "permissioning agent" may 
distribute "rules and controls" granting usage or distribution permissions based on a 
profile of a consumer's creditworthiness) 



statistics device for making statistics of the information of the first registration of the 
optical disc by a user base on the information of the first registration by a user 
contained in the received information to produce a statistical result (see at least 
column 9 lines 57-61... VDE provides a secure, distributed electronic transaction 
management system for controlling the distribution and/or other usage of 
electronically provided and/or stored information) 

comparing device for comparing the statistical result with a preset value to produce a 
result by comparison (see at least column 124 lines 30-34. ...the event summary data 
structures uses a fixed event number to index into a look up table, the look up table 
contains a value that can be configured as a counter or a counter plus limit, counter 

mode may be used by VDE administrators to determine device usage current 

values are used in this calculation) 

determining device for determining the credit of the user according to the result by 
comparison (see at least column 55 lines 33-37.... a "report receiver" may receive

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• storage device for recording the information of the sales of optical 
discs (see at least column 9 lines 9-12... .VDE provides a broad-spectrum, 
fundamentally configurable and portable, electronic transaction control, distributing, 
usage, reporting, registration, renting/purchasing and payment operating 
environment) 

16. Claim 12: 

Ginter et al. shown, discloses the following limitations: 

• storage device for recording the information of the rents of optical 
discs (see at least column 9 lines 9-12... .VDE provides a broad-spectrum, 
fundamentally configurable and portable, electronic transaction control, distributing, 
usage, reporting, registration, renting/purchasing and payment operating 
environment)
